Storm Spotter class: Don did the virtual class, has greatly 
changed from the original class. It is recommended to take the class 
every couple of years to cover any changes/updates. In addition to this, 
Region “B” SEMA is setting up a regionwide spotter network which 
would involve Amateur Radio personnel. As he hears anything more 
about training requirements, Don will pass these along. 
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New Business: 


Southeast Missouri Hamfest: Pre-Field Day hamfest June 
4" in Springfield MO, opens at 8AM, VE testing, classes. Don has info 
for anyone who wants it, see him after meeting. 


Dues: Many emails have been sent reminding members of 
dues and when they should be paid. According to By-Laws, any 
member who has not paid their dues by March 1* shall be dropped 
from the rolls.

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was able to get back into the Red Cross facility. It was explained that 
the Quincy club has a room in the facility where their equipment was 
set up to operate. Dave replied that as of this date, the Quincy club is 
still locked out of the facility, but it is hoped that they will be allowed 
back in soon.

Don also mentioned 
that he will bring in his go kit, to talk about setting up go kits.
